The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 13, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hessari. 

Hessari shows a distribution baffle associated with an end cap covering a 
tubular header end opening. It defines a cylindrical/ conical (see Fig. 9) 
deflecting surface that extends across the axis of the inlet/ outlet fitting and 
serves to equalize flow distribution to the plural parallel tubes 3. No fins are 
specifically illustrated or shown in Hessari, but the Examiner takes Official 
Notice of the notorious nature of the use of fins in radiators/ air cooled heat 
exchangers in the art to increase surface area for heat exchange. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the instant invention 
was made to employ such a well-known feature on the heat exchanger tubes 3 
of Hessari. In re Malcolm, 54 U.S.P.Q. 235. 

Claims 3, 5-12, and 15-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
